Pressing the Enemy. 


Sir Douglas Haig’s week-end reports 
from France recali the early days of the 
offensive on the Somme. The story which 
he has to tell, after an unusnally pro- 
longed period of local operations, is again 
one of a general advance. The Com- 
mander-in-Chief is a man of few and care- 
fully chosen words. When he tells us, 
therefore, that the operacions were ' most 
successíul,” we may be sure that he is 
very well satisfied with the development 

of events. These operations began on 
Friday afternoon, and covered the vhole 
front of eleven miles from the high ground 
about the valley of the Ancre on the left 
to our point of junction with the French 
above the Somme valley on the right. 
They were everywhere fortunate. On our 
right, in conjunction with the French, 
who occupied the village of Maurepas and 
a rill to the south-east, we advanced our 
linos half-way to Ginchy and captured the 
most important points in the village of 
Guttlemont, where our earlier efforts were 
checkel by the obstinate German resist- | 


cate ornex ioe that 
| striking and 


pregress has been most 

poctant. Here the advance has not gá 
confirmed our hold on the observation 
Posts overlooking the Bapaume plain by 
moving down the slopes which fall away 
to the north-east and north; it has also 
reached the detached ridge seiiish overlooks 
'Thiepval from the south-east. The Ger- 
man position at Thiepval, the scene of the 
great effort of the Ulster Division on the 


| 1st of July; is thus imminently menaced 


in flank. 

The advance threatens the whole series 
of. German fortresses above the Ancre 
valley which defied our frontal assault at 
the beginning of the offensive. Sir 


initial attack issued in almost complete 
success on the right and in failure on the 
left, and prosecuted relentlessly ever since, 
are in steady process of being abundantly 
justified by the event. There was in 
those plans a considerable element of risk. 
The check on the left along the line of 
‘the Ancre condemned the offensive to a 
relatively narrow front, and all earlier 
experience had shown that the chances 
of decisive suecess are greater or less in 
proportion as the front of an offensive is 
‘broad or narrow. Into the threatened 
sector of ten miles between the Somme 
and the Ancre the Germans poured great 
reinforcements of men and guns. It has 
been against a steadily growing resistance 
that our troops have fought their way 
step by step up from the Somme valley 
northwards to the crest of the Picardy 
ridge. “The equilibrium,” said the 
German commander on the Somme front 
in an interview with an American news- 
paper correspondent published on Satur- 
day, “has been restored.” The loss of 
Poziéres, he explained, was an accident 
due to an unlucky combination. Pozidres 
would not get the Allies anywhere. The 
offensive had been stopped, and the crucial 
point was passed. We imagine that, if 
this correspondent has .since sought 
another interview with the German 
general, he has experienced something of 
a rebuff. The general—the enemy make 
a great show of mystery about his identity 
—would be hard put to it to reconcile. his 
confident view of the situation with the 
facts of that situation as the events of 
the week-end have left it. Poziéres was 
not to get the Allies anywhere; but it 
promises to get them to Thiepval, in the 
first place, in the immediate future. If 
the American correspondent has sought 
another interview, he may well have been 
referred curtly to the German General 
Staff's communiqué of Saturday. It is the 
nearest approximation to an admission of 
defeat that has ever been issued from 
Berlin. There is a wholly novel tone 
about this report. It puts, of course, the 
best possible face on the situation. But 
the least intelligent German citizen read- 
ing it will take it as a warning that worse 
news is soon to follow; and we think that 
his interpretation of it will prove well- 
founded. 

The German higher command, if not the 
average German citizen, will derive cold 
comfort from the development of events in 
the Balkans, though the enemy are able 
to claim an appearance of success in that 
quarter. The Austro-German lines facing 
the Russians have recently been strength- 
ened by the withdrawal of every possible 
unit from the Balkan front. That re- 
inforcement has proved inadequate, and, 
at a: moment when the Turks are daily 
losing more territory to the Russians in 
Asia Minor and have just suffered a 
disastrous defeat on the frontier of Egypt, 
their German masters have compelled them 
to lend some units—they cannot be many— 
for the defence of Hungary. Whether 
the people of Vienna are more likely to be 
thankful for this help, or to reflect 
that their case must be fairly 
desperate when their leaders have to in- 
voks the assistance of the Turks, their 
hereditary enemies, is a question which 
we need not. stop to answer. We do not 
think, however, that the Turks will con- 
sent to send any further units than those 
which they have already lent to Austria- 
Hungary for “ window-dressing’’ purposes 
north of the Danube. Those units which 
have already crossed the Danube must be 
casting anxious eyes back towards iheir 
communications with Constantinople. The 
position on the Balkan front is obscure, 
and the first British and French official 
reports upon it aresscarcely informative ; 
but there is every appearance that the 
long-expected Allied advance in Macedonia 
has begun. A forward movement seems 


line of the Salonika-Nish railway, near 
Lake Doiran, the scene of the Tenth 
(Irish) Division’s memerable stand during 
the retreat of last winter. The Bulgarians 
have attempted to counter this movement 
by entering Greek territory at a point 
which threatens the left flank of the 
Allies, and they have also. moved forward 
against the Allies’ right wing. The situa. 
tion is still only in the opening stages of 
development, and the Allies’ plans for 
striking north at the Central Powers’ com- 
munications with Turkey are not yet un- 
masked.

Apparently 
no contact between the main forces was 
established; the enemy retired to port 
after a submarine attack on our light 
cruiser screen, which resulted in the loss 
of two of our vessels and the destruction 
of two German submarines. We hope the 
Admiralty will have something more to 
tell us about this encounter.

Denmark’s Position. 


Leaders of all political parties in Den- 
mark nave entered, on the personal appeal 
of the King, into negotiations for the for- 
mation of a Coalition Cabinet. It must 
not too hastily be assumed that the crisis 
which has made the intervention of the 
Sovereign necessary is due solely to the 
Governmeént's action in respect of the pro- 
posed sale of the Danish West Indies to 
the Unitec States. That action has, un- 
doubtedly, given rise to acute controversy 
in Denmark, and opposition to ‘the sale of 
the islands is very strong. It is certainly 
true to say that the proposal has pre- 
cipitated a crisis in thé political affairs 
of the little kingdom. On the other hand, 
a state of nervous tension has prevailed 
in Denmark during the whole period of 
the war, and, naturally, has reacted on 
the political situation. 
an interview witli the Copenhagen corre- 
spondent of a foreign newspaper last week, 
a prominent Danish personage compared 
his country during the past two years 
with corn between the millstones. The 
situation, he said, had often been far more 
dangerous than people believed. It is not 
given to us to obtain an insight into the 
pa;ticular troubles which have beset the 
Tanish Cabinet, but the place of Denmark 
on the map of Europe connotes a situation 
ef anxisty.

It has been laid to the 
blame of the British statesmen of that 
time that they did not step in and prevent 
Prussia from accomplishing the coup 
which encouraged her pride and ambition, 
and, incidentally, gave her the site of the 
Kiel Canal. At all events, the Danes 
see across their short land frontier a 
people of whose militarist spirit they 
have had experience. On the other hand, 
as » maritime nation, they are conscious 
daily of the ever-present sea-power of the 
Allies, They know that the British Fleet 
keeps the North Sea, enabling them to 
send their produce for profitable sale in 
England, and to receive commodities in 
return, but also imposing upon them a 
responsibility with regard to The destina- 
tion of those commodities which places 
their country: in a delicate position in 
relation to their powerful neighbour. We 
cannot wonder that the King of Denmark 
speaks of grave circumstances and of con- 
stant uncertainty, and pleads for political 
umity in the present time of anxiety. 


The Duel. 


At different times mention of duelling 
suggests different pictures to the imagina- 
tion—the cavalier, with figures of the Don 
Cesar de Bazan type; the ludicrous, with 
the whole picture ready done by Sheridan ; 
the brawling, with scarred German 
students in the foreground; and the 
modern, with earnest Parisians—news- 
paper editors for preference—as the chief 
parties. In France, almost alone of Euro- 
pean countries, duelling has continued to 
be a recognised method of concluding an 
affair of honour. Moments occur when 
a man almost wishes that duelling was 
still lawful atid recognised in the British 
Isles. No better cure could be presented 
for a man in that mood than a reading of 
“The Rivals.” 
souls are found whose ardour even ridicule 
will not quench, who have it as a deep- 
seixted grievance that their challenges 
have not been received as seriously as 
given. It is said of Mr. J. J. O'Kelly, a 
member of the Nationalist Party, that he 
has more thah once astonished persons 
with whom he has had a “difference” 
with a suggestion to carry it further on the 
sands at Boulogne. Mr. O'Kelly, how- 
ever, was not meant to settle down among 
shopkeeping Londoners in the twentieth 
century : his temperament belongs to other 
times and climes. It is really to France 
that one must turn for the modern prac- 
tice of the duel. Now we learn that it is 
likely to cease there also. It has, indeed, 
ceased already for the period of the war: 
the interest of the matter is, as a Paris 
correspondent states, that “ there is a well- 
defined sentiment that it has come to an 
end for good and all.” The last striking 
encounter on the “field of honour” 
took place after the election of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies in 1914, not long before 
the outbreak of international hostilities. 
It was between M. Caillaux, former 
Minister of Finance, and ‘his unsuccessful 
opponent, Louis d’Alliéres. Caillaux fired 
inté the air and di'Alliéres into the 
ground. Frenchmen are busy with a 
bigger quarrel now, and they feel that 
there is nv longer a place in their scheme 
of things for the use of powder and shot 
in petty quarrels.

(temporary General) Sir C. C. Monro to the

INDIAN PUBLIC SERVICES.

The India Office communicates the following: 

The Royal Commission appointed in 1912 to 
enquire into and report on various matters con- 
nected with the public services in India sub- 
mitted their report to His Majesty im due 
course, but in the abnormal circumstances 
created by the war, and having regard to the 
probability that the subject matter of the Com- 
missioners’ recommendations would provoke con- 
siderable discussion in the Press and elsewhere, 
it was thought advisable to postpone publica- 
tion and consideration of the report for the 
time being. 

The prolongation of the war has, however, 
altered the position, and His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment and the Government of India are now 
agreed that the advantages of early considera- 
tion of the report, particularly in so far as it is 
concerned with the increased employment of 
Indians in the public services, outweigh any in- 
convenience that might arise from public dis- 
cussion during the war of the Commissioners’ 
recommendations, 

His Majesty's Government, in. consultation 
with the Government of India, have, therefore, 
decided to publish the report simultaneously in 
England and in India as soon as the necessary 
arrangements for printing and despatching it to 
India can be completed. 


ALIENS IN 


A new Army Gaill instruction. received in 
Birmingham states that aliens of Russian nation- 
ality may be accepted for sbrvice in the British 
Army if classified by a medical board in any 
category in which men of British nationality 
are being accepted for immediate service. The 
total number permitted to enlist will be limited 
as heretofore to a total (including other aliens) 
not exceeding two per cent. of the corps. It is 
announced that every recruit on enlistment and 
every serving soldier whase father is, or was, 
of German, Austrian, Hungarian, Tw kish, or 
Bulgarian nationality, whether naturalised sub- 
jects or not, will be appointed or fransferred 
to an infantry works battalion. In certain cases 
men of military age whose sympathies are con- 
sidered to be entirely Joyal to this country, 
although technically of enemy alien nationality, 
may now be accepted for service in the British 
Army. The class of men entitled to this con- 
sideration is limited to those brought to, and 
who have remained in, this country since in- 
fancy, and whose sympathies and conduct and 
thoes of their parents have been consistently 
oy 

A further instruction notifies that in all cases 
where_men aro released from munition work to 
rejoin the’ Colours and fail to pass the trade 
test they will be sent direct. to their rojoining 
units, and not to the depdédt.

After the splendid ‘advance announced 
last night it is not surprisng that a period 
of comparative quiet followed between the 
Ancre and the Somme, and that General | 
Haig had nothing of much importance to 
report this afternoon. The absence of 
any serious attempt by the enemy to re- 
capfare his lost ground is, however, of some 
significance. There is no question as to 
the value of the British gains, which, when 
consolidated, will render the continued 
occupation of Thiepval in particular almost 
impossible, since we shall be able to bring 
the German positions there under a con- 
verging artillery fire. 

It might, therefore, have been supposed 
that the enemy would strain every nerve 
to turn us out before the process of con- 
solidation was complete. The fact that 
he has not done so may be due to one of 
two causes, or, perhaps, both. Either he 
has no longer a sufficiency of reserves on 
this front to expend upon an operation 
certain to be very expensive, or, if the 
troops are there, their moral has de 
teriorated so much as the result of the 
British attacks and the continuous shell- 
ing to which they are subjected by our big 
guns that they can no longer be driven to 
the assault. 

The German admissions in last night's 
Berlin communiqué are remarkable and 
comforting. Tne allusion to the “self- 
sacrificing perseverance of our brave 
troops ” obviously implies that the troops 
in question suffered very severely. When 
we read that “at several points the enemy 
penetrated our advanced line” and ' occu- 
pied portions of the trenches, | " followed by 
the statements that “we shortened the 
salient in our line a little according to 
plan,” and that “in the High Wood we 
left a completely wrecked section of the 
trench in the enemy’s hands,” we know 
that we are reading what is tantamount to 
a confession of severe defeat. 

On the Meuse last night the enemy mani- 
fested much more energy, and made 
several desperate, but unsuccessful, efforts 
to recapture the village of Fleury and the 
trenches north-west ot Thiaumont. It is 
evident that the German high command 
still attaches great importance to the 
Verdun operations, not so much, perhaps, 
from any hope that they will result in 
any permanent success as ‘from a fear that 
a definite retirement in this quarter could 
not be concealed from the German public, 
which would then know that all its 
tremendous sacrifices had been in vain. 

To the unfeigned joy of everyone except 
a few self-advertising members, Parlia- 
ment will adjourn on Wednesday until 
October 10. No one would be much 
injured, I think, if the six weeks’ interval 
had heen extended, for, in present circum- 
stances, the House of Commons can do 
little but mischief. Owing partly to lack 
of exact knowledge and partly to the 
necessity of not giving information to the 
enemy ; members are unable to bring much 
useful criticism to bear upon the conduct 
of the war—the only thing that matters. 
On the other hand, by pin-pricking at- 
tacks upon Ministers’ and by trivial or 
misleading questions they can, and do, in 
flict a great deal of unnecessary labour 
vs short-handed departments which 
already have more work than they can 
properly perform. 

Most of their questions are quite un- 
necessary. A member who has a genuine 
desire for information can always acquire 
it by privately approaching the Minister 
concerned. To their credit, be it said, 
some of the best informed and most in- 
fluential members in the House have never 
put down a public question. Indeed, I 
think it might be almost taken as a poli- 
tical axiom that the importance of a man 
varies inversely to the frequency of his 
appearance on the question paper. 

It was understood that Mr. Josiah 
Wedgwoad had resigned his temporary 
commission, but he is still deseribed in 
the Parliamentary papers as Commander 
Wedgwood. On Monday he will ask the 
War Office representative whether any 
steps have been taken to get black troops 
raised in Africa for garrison purpose in 
Egypt or Aden, or for active service in 
Mesopotamia. He will also ask how 
many able-bodied German prisoners of war 
we now hold ; how many of these are doing 
work; how many are engaged in road 
making, whether here or in France; a 
how many are idling.

Our troops actively pushed for- 
ward the work of consolidating the con- 
quered front. Artillery actions were of 
little importance in consequence of the bad 
weather. 

In the Argonne we exploded a mine 
which wrecked the advanced works of the 
enemy at Vauquois. 

On the right bank of the Meuse a sharp 
artillery duel continues in the Fleury- 
Vaux Chapitre sector. There was no in- 
fantry action. 

, On the rest of the front nothing of im- 
portance occurred. 

FLEURY HELD AGAINST VIOLENT 
COUNTER-ATTACKS. 

Sunday afternoon’s communiqué : — 

The night was calm on the Somme front. 

On the right bank of the Meuse the 
enemy displayed great activity during the 
night. After an intense bombardment, 
lasting several hours, the Germans re- 
peatedly attempted to take from us the 
village of Fleury. All their attacks, one 
of which was extremely violent, were re- 
pulsed by our fire. 

The enemy, who suffered heavy loss, left 
some prisoners in our hands. 

At about the same time the Germans 
attacked our trenches to the north-west 
of the Thiaumont Work. There also they 
were bloodily checked by our barrage and 
machine-gun fire. 

In Lorraine an enemy coup de main 
against one of our small posts near Veho 
was easily repulsed. 

Last night's communiqué 
To the north of the Somme our troops 
carried a wood strongly organised by the 
enemy between Guillemant and Maurepas. 
A large quantity of material remained in 
our hands. 

Our batteries showed great activity on 
the whole Somme front. 

Everywhere else there were some rafaels 
of artillery fire, .except the sector of 
Fleury, where the enemy violently bom- 
barded the village. 


GERMAN OFFICIAL.

North of the Somme the battle raged far 
into the night. 

At several points the enemy penetrated 
our advanced line, but was ejected from 
both sides of Guillemont, which is firmly 
in our, hands. 

The enemy occupied portions of trenches 
between Guillemont and Maurepas. Dur- 
ing the night we shortened the salient in 
our line a little, according to plan. The 
enemy paid for his unsuccessful efforts 
with the bloodiest sacrifices. 

The Prussian Guard and the Rhenish, 

Bavarian, Saxon, and Wurtemberg troops 
firmly maintain -their position. 
On the right bank of the Meuse, after 
& struggle in places of great obstinacy, 
French assaults were broken with the 
heaviest loss to them. At the village of 
Fleury fighting is proceeding. By a 
counter-attack in the eastern portion of 
Chapitre Wood we captured over one 
hundred prisoners. Inthe High Wood we 
left a completely wrecked section of the 
trench in the enemy’s hands. 

Sunday's Berlin communiqué : — 

North of the Somme fighting has 
gradually slackened. Near Ovillers hand- 
to-hand fighting continued till evening. 
British attacks were repulsed north-west 
and on both sides of the Foureaux Wood. 

According to reports now received, at 
least eight British and four French divi- 
sions participated in the attack on Friday, 
On the right of the Meuse the enemy 
repeated his attacks yesterday evening in 
the sector of Thiaumont-Fleury, He again 
penetrated into the village of Fleury, but 
elsewhere was pesos.

SUCCESSES. 


The Press Association correspondent at the 
Press Camp, France, telegraphed on Saturday :

FRENCH EXPERT’S VIEWS. 

An expert French commentator, writiag from 
Paris on Saturday night, says — : 

We have had another excellent day on the 
Somme. In their turn the British gained an 
important success in their sector. In the course 
of the afternoon of the 18th, while the French 
tr were making progress at Maurepas and 
south of the village towards the Somme, our 
Allies on our left were re Stowe in the 
direction of .Ginchy and Guillemont. During 
the following night, in spite of violent counter- 
attacks by the enemy, the British forces main- 
tained all their positions, and even succeeded 
in making further conquests. 

Thus on their left wing, between Ovillers and 
Thiepval, our Allies advanced their line over 
half a mile. Farther to the east they made 
progress for about 300 metres in the vicinity 
of the Mouguet Farm. In the centre, between 
Poziéres and the Foureaux Wood, sa! carried 
some enemy trenches extending some hundreds 
of metres. Finally, on their right, between the 
Foureaux Wood and their point of junction 
with the French sector—that is to say, on a 
front of two miles—they gained a depth of 300 
to 600 metres (300 to 660 yards), so that their 
line is now on the western edge of Guillemont. 

Prisoners are ficwing in. esterday 550 were 
counted for the two Armies. To-day the British 
announce several hundreds and the French 350 
more. 

While our Allies were making such interesting 
progress, the French front from Maurepas to 
Cléry was the object of repeated and stron 
counter-attacks by the Germans, which a 
failed under our fire. The enemy succeeded, 
however, in gaining a footing in a small piece 
of trench north of Maurepas, but only for a 
very short time, fon they were thrown out of it 
a few hours later.

The regularity of our ad- 
vance is manifestiy harassing and worrying the 
enemy, who seems shaken, and there is every 
evidence that we are gaining more and more a 
moral ascendancy over him. 


PEACE UTILISATION OF 
WAR FACTORIES. 


FRENCH PLANS, 


The following despatch has been received from 
Mr. H. Warner Allen, the Representative of the 
British Press with the French Army — 

Much has been written concerning the terribly 
destructive effects of modern warfare, and com- 
paratively little has been said as to that con- 
— side of ~~ which will inevitably in the 
time of peace produce important conseg uences. 
There are coir laces cag mear both-on the 
French and the man side of the trench line 
which divides barbarism from civilisation, that 
have for years been clamouring for light railway; 
facilities. The igencies of modern war 
fave provided them to-day with a profusion of 
railway communications beyond their wildest 
dreams, and when ace is declared, however 
much the rails may have been torn up by shell 
fire, the tracks will still be there for future use. 
Similarly, all along the front roads have been 
broadened and miultiplied. In certain districts. 
where the want of war was the main obstacle 
to progress, hundreds of wells have been bored, 
ond it may be that at the end of hostilities dis- 
tricts which were practically barren and un- 
populated will enjoy abundance of water, ana 
consequently prosperity. 

‘All over the belligerent countries huge fac- 
tories have sprung up, with the purely destruc- 
tive purpose of manufacturing powder and ex- 
plosives. In France the question as to what ser- 
vice these factories will be able to render when 
the war is a thing of the past has been very 
seriously considered. It is clear that the vro- 
olem of diverting the gap ó of mobilised labour 
into the tracks of peaceful work would > 
enormously facilitated if war factories could be 
transformed in accordance with the requirements 
of ordinary industrial need, without excessive 
delay or expense. 

Before the war the French chemical indus- 
tries, both those concerned with pharmaceuticat 
products and colouring matters, had sufferea 
severely from German competition, thanks to 
the perfected organisation of the German trusts. 
These trusts, the enemy announces, will be one 


must continue when the war is ended. Fresh 
hope has been given to the French manufac- 
turers by the multiplication’ of the war fac- 
tories, all of them provided with experimental 
laboratories. All the factories which have been 
constructed for the preparation of acids, tar 
roducts, powder and explosives, all required 
or warlike purposes, can, as soon as peace is 
certain, be easily transformed into works that 
will make artificial perfumes, photographic mate. 
rials, pharmaceutical products, and both organic 
and inorganic chemical dyes. The same engi- 
neers and the same workmen who are at pre- 
sent making smokeless powder, melinite and 
frinitrotoluol will be able to produce in the same 
works and with the same machines artificial silk, 
aitrobonzine or aniline. 

With a view to paving the way towards this 
important transformation, a number of powerful 
associations have been formed, of which one of 
the most important is the “ Syndicat National 
des Natiéres Colorantes,’’ which is a combination 
of coal and metallurgical companies, paper- 
makers, dyers, textile manufacturers, etc. 

Thanks to this movement, which is steadily 
extending, the French war factories, instead ot 
lying idle as soon as peace is signed, will be able 
to continue their production, and even to in- 
ereaso it. In the words of M. Herriot, the 
Mavor of Lvons, hundreds of thousands of work- 
men will continue to earn their wages, and the 
works which are to-day mobilised for destruc- 
tion, will to-morrow, when peece is declared.

He did not believe 
they could find men who would fight for the 
wiping out of that bill. and. theref: re. he asked 
whether they could not arrange some terms 
which would be suitable and acceptable to both 
parties. They had been very near coming to a 
decision. On the floor of the House of Com- 
mons Sir Edward Carson offered to shake hands 
with Mr. Redmond, and le; Ireland be united. 
and we in England would be playing an ill part 
in Imperial affairs if we did not do everything 
we possibly could do to see Sir Edward Carson 
and Mr. John Redmond brouht together and a 
seitiement arranged. When the war came to 
an end, Lord Derby continued, the country was 
not going to be regeneraied by the old political 
parties fighting against each other. There must 
be formed one central party, with business 
minds and with a fixed determination that out 
of the shattered industries there shall arise 
greater industries built on even stronger founda- 
tions ‘than the old. 


SOLDIERS AND THE VOTE. 

On the subject of votes for Lord 
Derby said he was absolutely and entirely in 
favour in the future of giving a vote to those 
men who had fought for us, but, candidly, he 
could not associate himself with those who 
thought it would be perfecily easy to get a 
rom the soldiers in the trenches. He con- 
fessed that he had not thought the matter over 
carefully, but he threw out the suggestion of a 
referendum, which would include all who had a 
vote under the Registration Bill, and all who 
had fought for us, to vote for measures, and not 
for men. If when the time came for the 
setting of terms of peace there were any weak 
knees amongst us, any who would try te force 
on this country a peace that was not conclusive, 
he would like to have the vote of the soldiers in 
the trenches. (Cheers.) 

SLOW, BUT SURE. 

He could tell them this about the war: that 
the men at the front had absolute confidence in 
Sir Douglas Haig, and that we had absolute 
confidence in both Sir Douglas Haig and his 
men. He could tell them that the hi h military 
authorities in this country were well satisfied 
with the situation. He had not the slightest 
doubt that the war was gradually turning in 
our. favour on all fronts, and. though they 
might think the progress slow, he Was abso- 
lutely certain that it was sure. (Lou cheers.) 
He had not the least dowbt in his own mind 
as to the ultimate result. They might take it 
from him that the high military authorities 
were well satisfied. n conclusion, Lord Derby 
said their ideal must be to see after the war a 
greater afd more prosperous England than even 
the England that had been handed down to 
them.
